He says the Chinese generalis­

were those of an old-fashioned 
warlord, and, as with warlords, 
there was 
no 
love 
for

among the people.” 
In a new' 
installment 
of 
his 
memoirs, appearing in Life m aga­ 
zine out today, the former Presi­ 
dent says perhaps Chiang’s great­ 
est mistake was failing 
to heed 
Gen. George C. Marshall’s advice 
when Trum an sent Marshall on a 
“ peace” mission in 1946. 
Trum an blames “ extrem ists” on 
the Communist side as well in the 
Nationalist cam p for the failure to 
reach an agreement. He adds: 
“ There is no doubt in my mind 
that if Chiang had been only a 
little more conciliate, an under­ 
standing could have been reached. 
Chiang w’ould not heed the advice 
of one of the greatest strategists 
in history and as a result lost to 
the Communists.” 
M arshall’s hope was to get 
a 


coalition government formed 
but 
Truman says Marshall was unable, 
in the end. to persuade Chiang: 
(1) Military force w asn’t the 
answer to his problem, and (2) 
he would lose to the Communists 
if he insisted on

you 
are.” Trum an later read and ap­ 
proved in full the report that was 
submitted, Baruch said. 
As for Hurley, Truman says the 
onetime general made an “ utterly 
inexplicable” attack on 
the

ministration, and on him personal­ 
ly, less than two hours after prom ­ 
ising the President he would leave 
for China shortly to make another 
peace-seeking try. 
T rum an said he was all set to 
fire Hurley when the general quit. 
T hat’s how it happened that Tru­ 
man brought Marshall out of re­ 
tirem ent late in 1945 and sent him 
on the China mission. 


Violence And Disorder 
Continue In Opposition 
To Nehru's New-Order 


BOMBAY, India 
LB—Thousands 
of looting rioters surged through a 
15-square-mile area of Bombay to­ 
day, continuing a bloody four-day 
outburst of violence and terror. 
Sources at the central govern­ 
m ent’s home ministry 
in 
New 
Delhi said six persons were re ­ 
ported killed in the renewal of 
the riots this morning. The m in­ 
istry said a total of 37 persons 
had been killed in the disorders. 
Officials said they believed the 
Communists were trying to set up 
a “ parallel 
governm ent” 
under 
cover of 
the 
rioting. 
Leftwing 
strongarm men were reported in­ 
filtrating the demonstrations from 
the Satara district. 
A 
“ parallel 
government” was set up in that 
district during the 1942 nationalist 
outbreaks against British rule. 
Responsible citizens made ready 
to defend this city. S. K. Patil, 
Bombay leader of the ruling Con­ 
gress party, announced a “ peace 
brigade’’ of arm ed citizens would 
be organized to help 
the 
police 
combat the flaring outbreaks.

OBSERVERS said the continu­ 
ing outburst was the most serious 
in recent Indian history. 
Operating in gangs, the rioters 
spread havoc over a wide area in 
this second largest city in India.

Indian arm y troops were called 
out to guard strategic electric and 
water power installations but they 
had not intervened so far to help 
restore order because ciiy officials 
had not requested it.

came last night in the Sewri slum 
area, where hundreds of Marathi­ 
speaking Indians 
battled 
police. 
Crowds of demonstrators opened 
simultaneous attacks at IO p. rn. 
and police said they opened fire 
each time.

three million population. The other 
major language is Gujarati.

past year? If not—why not? 
When looking for a perfect b a r­ 
gain, one ju st c a n ’t pass milk and 
its m any valuable products. 
Anyone who has ev er taken tim e 
to figure the cost p er pound of dif­ 
ferent food item s com m only bought 
will recognize at once that, on 
a 
cost-per-pound basis, milk 
and 
a 
good m any other dairy products 
m ake good buys. With the price of 
milk generally running around 21 or 
22 cents a q u art, the 
price 
per 
pound figures around l l cents. (A 
pint of liquid is a pound.) 
There are not many food prod­ 
ucts these days that sell for ll 
cents a pound, and those that do 
are not by any m eans all as high­ 
ly nutritious as milk. 
One reason why 
milk 
is 
still 
such a good buy is that dairy fa rm ­ 
ers have been able to keep up with 
dem and, and m ost 
of 
the 
tim e 
even a little ah ead of it. 
While the retail price of milk 
has held relatively steady for the 
last 
several 
years, 
the 
dairy 
farm er’s share of every 
dollar 
we pay for milk has dropped 
from 51 to 46 cents in the sam e 
period of time. 
Today, the p ro d u cers’ milk price 
is protected by a direct purchase 
program . T he se c re ta ry of 
ag ri­ 
culture d eterm in es a p r i c e for 
m anufacturing milk that will give 
producers ad eq u ate income protec­ 
tion and will discourage large in­ 
creases in production, We have had 
price support p ro g ra m s for dairy 
products since 1949. 


During the p ast three years the 
governm ent h as purchased 855 m il­ 
lion pounds of butter, 800 million 
pounds 
of 
ch e d d ar 
cheese, 
and 
1,799 million pounds of non-fat dry 
milk powder. D uring this tim e ap ­ 
proxim ately 90 p ercent of the but­ 
ter, 60 percen t of the cheese and 
nearly all of the milk powder has 
been disposed of—m ostly to dom es­ 
tic charity and donations to foreign 
countries.

MENTAL HEALTH ‘PILLS* 
THE USE OF drugs in combatting men­ 
tal illness may have marked an important 
turning point in fighting this scourge. 
The key drugs are rauwolfia, a root ex­ 
tract from India, and chlorpromazine, a 
similar chemical synthetic developed in 
France. These drugs have been used to 
quiet the violent types of mental patients 
and make them amenable to other forms of 
treatment. 
Even though side reactions have devel­ 
oped. such as later melancholy and a yel­ 
lowing of the features in some cases, the 
value of the drugs has been well demon­ 
strated. 
But their importance is greater t h a n 
just in this sphere. They have opened a 
whole new line of thinking that perhaps 
some forms of mental illness do involve an 
imbalance in the body chemistry. 
This might mean a new physical ap­ 
proach as well as the present psychiatric 
approach. Psychiatry has run into s t o n e 
walls in treating some mental cases be­ 
cause there wasn't any way of achieving 
comijnunications between the doctor and a 
psychotic patient who refused to talk, for 
example. 
But for the average person some possi­ 
bilities m ay lie ahead. Fantastic as it 
might seem, there might be developed 
“pills'* that oould be taken to stop the ad­ 
vance of mental disease. 
Or, more likely, private physicians will 
be able to use these drugs to treat immedi­ 
ately a person showing signs of mental 
trouble. With the understanding .care of 
the patient’s own doctor, he might be able 
to escape going to an institution. The sav­ 
ings for society in both human worth and 
taxes could be huge. 


STUDYING HURRICANES 
GOVERNMENT’S efforts to learn more 
about hurricanes and methods of perfect­ 
ing warning procedures, and p e r h a p s 
ways of diverting these destructive mani­ 
festations of nature, are being stepped up. 
Weather scientists, beginning May I, will 
intensify study of the habits of hurricanes 
from their origin in the Caribbean to their 
frequently destructive ends. 
The project is expected to require five 
years and may cost as much as $8 million, 
including $3 million for aircraft observa­ 
tion. A single hurricane can cause damage 
amounting to many times that total. 
To aid in gathering information on the 
infancy of these storms a new weather sta­ 
tion will be set up in the French West In­ 
dies. How rapidly this research project will 
progress will depend on the number of 
storms occurring in one year. 
In recent 
years there have been more than the tradi­ 
tional number. 
Disastrous hurricanes which have hit the 
Atlantic Coast and northern states in the 
past two years have raised some conjec­ 
ture whether what was regarded as the 
traditional path of these storms ha 
ed. If po, it could conceivably 
again.

As a 
m atter of fact, it ranked seventh. 
‘Forty-six per cent of the boss­ 
es indicated they wanted initia­ 
tive more than anything else in 
a secretary,” Ray said. 
Why don’t they place a higher 
premium on glamour in hiring 
a lady typewriter jockey? 
Ray conceded the 
executnes 
were ruled partly by their fears 
—fear of what their wife would 
say, fear that a two-pretty sec­ 
retary would distract the other 
office hands, but added: 
“ On a more 
positive 
basis, 
however, it s worth noting that 
secretaries today have to be ex­ 
ecutive assistants 
rather 
than 
just a plain old-fashioned secre­ 
tary. What bosses really want is
